Boko  Haram  continues 
Nigerian  devastation 


NASHVILLE  (BPI  ~  One  year  af' 
ter  MusKm  terrorist  group  Boko

Education  Fund  (UNICEF)  re¬ 
ported  April  13. 

The  number  of  displac^ 
children  —  among  1.5  mil¬ 
lion  people  forced  to  flee  their 
homes  in  the  region  —  has  more 
than  doubled  within  the  past 
year  in  northeast  Nigeria  and 
the  African  countries  of  Camer¬ 
oon,  Niger,  and  ChatL  UNICEF 
stated  in  a  report  titled.  Miss¬ 
ing  Childhoods:  The  Impact  of 
Aimed  Conflict  on  Children  in 
Nigeria  and  Beyond. 

The  1.5  million  refugees  ar^ 
internally-displaced  persons  in 
the  region  are  among  an  over¬ 
all  3.5  million-plus  people  %vho 
face  months  of  food  slK>rtag».s 
from  the  insurgency,  according 
to  March  ne%vs  reports  of  projec¬ 
tions  by  the  Famine  ^ariy  Warn¬ 
ing  Systems  Network. 

Manuei  Fontaine,  UNICEF 
regional  director  for  West  and 
Central  Africa,  said  the  capture 
of  the  Chibok  schoolgirls,  200  of 
whom  remain  missing,  is  “only 
one  of  endless  tragemes  being 
replicated  on  an  epic  scal^  across 
Nigeria  and  the  region." 

^Scores  of  gins  and  toys 
have  gone  missing  in  Nigeria  — 
abducted,  recruited  by  armed 
groups,  attacked,  used  as  weap¬ 


ons,  or  forced  to  flee  violenc^” 
Fontaine  said.  Women  and  girls 
also  hiKre  been  targeted  for  ‘par¬ 
ticularly  horrific  abuse,  includ¬ 
ing  soma!  enslavement,"  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  UNICEF  report. 

Boko  Haram,  in  targeting  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers,  has  damaged 
or  destroyed  300  schools,  and 
killed  at  least  196  teachers  and 
314  sclKX>lchfldren  throi)^  the 
eM  of  2014,  UNICEF  aakL  UNI¬ 
CEF  also  predicted  the  numbers 
would  increase  as  Boko  Haram 
violence  continuies. 

The  UNICEF  report  quotes 
Manda  VigUaroni  of  Coopm- 
zkme  Internazkmale.  an  Italian 
nongovernmental  oeganizaton 
whioi  manages  a  spa«  in  Diffa, 
Niger,  for  displaced  children  with 
support  from  the  U.N.  agency. 

“Some  children  are  very  shy. 
They  ivon’t  speak  or  participate 
in  our  activities.  They  need  psy- 
cho-socUl  support.  We  ask  them 
to  make  drawings  of  their  ©epe- 
rience  during  me  attack.  They 
draw  people  with  slit  throats  and 
pMole  drowning  in  the  river," 
Vigliarohi  said. 

This  shows  us  how  deeply 
affected  children  are.  We  work 
with  them  individually.  We  try 
to  help  them  forget  the  trauma¬ 
tizing  events  th^  have  expw- 
enceo  and  continue  their  lives 
hke  other  children  and  forget 
what  thg^  had  to  live  through. 

UNICEFs  report  was  among 
various  papers  on  Boko  Haram 
violence  released  on  the  one-ywr 
anniversary  of  the  Chibok  Kid¬ 
napping,  %ihich  was  commemo¬ 


rated  %rith  special  church  aervioea 
and  vigils  across  Nigeria. 

Boko  Haram  affiliated  with 
ISIS,  the  self-prodaimed  Mid¬ 
east  Islamic  state,  in  early  March 
and  has  worked  to  end  Christi¬ 
anity  in  Nigeria. 

Boko  Haram  has  kidnapped 
at  least  2,000  women  and  ^rls 
and  killed  at  least  5.500  civil¬ 
ians  since  the  start  of  2014. 
Amnesty  International  said  in  a 
90-pMe  report  titled,  “Our  Job 
is  to  Sbcxit,  Slai^ter,  and  Kill": 
Boko  Haram's  fogn  of  Teiror. 
The  report  included  findings 
from  more  than  200  %ritness 
accounts,  including  interviews 
with  28  abducted  women  and 


girls  who  escaped  captivity.  Am¬ 
nesty  InternationaJ  said. 

Nigeria's  military  earlier  re¬ 
ports  successes  against  Boko 
Haram  that  allowed  the  country 
to  hold  larg^  peacjpful  democrat¬ 
ic  presidential  elections  March  28, 
placing  Muslim  candidate  Mu- 
namroadu  Buhari  in  office.  He  has 
pledged  to  continue  efforts  to  de- 
featme  militants  and  to  secure  the 
Chibok  girls’  freedom,  although 
he  made  no  promises. 

“We  do  not  know  if  the  Chibok 
girls  can  be  rescued.  Their  where¬ 
abouts  remain  unknown.  As 
much  as  I  wish  to,  1  cannot  prom¬ 
ise  that  we  can  find  them,"  ouhari 
told  Reuters  News  on  April  14, 
saving  his  approach  would  differ 
from  that  of  defeated  President 
Goodluck  Jonathan. 


“My  government  will  do  w- 
ervthing  in  its  power  to  bring 
them  home,"  Bunari  said. 


Pastors  gather  to 
remember  Cuban 
jailing  50  years  ago 


MIAMI  (Bf )  -  A  group  of 
about  400  Baptists  met 
April  7  at  Iglesia  Bautis¬ 
ta  Getsemani  in  Miami  to 
mark  the  50th  anniversary 
of  the  arrests  of  several  pas¬ 
tors,  missionaries^,  and  la¬ 
ity  in  the  western  part  of 
Cuba  by  the  communist 
Castro  government. 

“We  do  not  come  to  make 
old  scars  bleed,"  said  Samuel 
Alemin,  a  pastor  from  Geor¬ 
gia  and  son  of  one  of  the 
pastors  arrested,  “hut  rather 
to  cel^ratc  as  [God]  was  in 
control  of  what  nappened." 

Of  the  44  payors  who 
were  arrested  in  i^5. 12  are 
still  alive.  Most  live  in  the 
United  States,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  ^of  one  who  resides 
in  Cuba. 

The  pastors  were  arrest¬ 
ed  on  cnarges  that  included 
conspiracy  against  the  secu¬ 
rity  of  the  nation,  illegal  cur¬ 
rency  exchange,  collabora¬ 
tion  with  the  CIA,  assisting 
people  to  leave  the  country 
illegally,  and  proselytizing. 

In  a  service  tnat  was 
marked  by  hymns  and  sonas 
celebrating  God’s  faithful¬ 
ness  in  the  midst  of  dif¬ 
ficulties,  the  children  of 
those  pastors  shared  their 
memories  of  the  night  of 
April  7.  1965.  offi¬ 

cials  of  the  Castro  regime 
broke  into  their  homes  and 
took  their  fathers.  Nearly 
half  of  the  Baptist  churches 
in  the  western  part  of  Cuba 
were  left  without  pastors 
for  a  couple  of  years,  yet  the 
churches  survived. 

“Most  of  the  wves  and 
deacons  took  over,"  said  Noel

Point  Miami  and  the  son  01 
an  arrested  pastor.  “Some 
had  to  work  in  two  and  three 
churches  to  keep  them  open." 

In  1965,  there  were  89 
Baptist  churches  in  western 
Cut>a  with  a  total  of  6,754 
members.  Although  some 
believers  did  not  continue 
attending  church  for  fear  of 
being  arrested,  the  church 
grew  and  today  there  are  445 
congregations  with  about 
26,000  members  in  total. 

In  addition,  there  are  now 
nearly  2,000  house  churches 
and  508  missions. 

“Brothers,  we  crossed  the 
Jordan  River.  ...We  cannot 
forget  how  wonderful  our 
God  is,"  said  Pastor  Alemin, 
after  reading  a  passage  from 
the  book  of  Joshua. 

Although  that  piece  of  Cu¬ 
ban  Baptist  history  is  bitter, 
Alemin  and  other  pastors 
who  spoke  Tuesday  night 
called  for  forgiveness.  “If 
there  is  any  bitterness  left, 
now  is  the  time  to  forgive." 
he  urged.  “Do  not  let  it  over¬ 
shadow  the  joy  of  Lord.".

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Iwa<  speaking  at  a  banquet  for  one 
of  our  churcEes  —  it  was  actually  an 
associational  meeting  —  and  I  Was 
sitting  across  the  table  fr^  one  of  our 
finei^ors.  A  number  of  us  were  just 
having  dinner  conversation  and  one  of 
our  mends,  a  fellow  jMstor,  was  hav¬ 
ing  a  difficult  time  with  his  health  and 
d^ing  with  the  disease.  One  remark 
led  to  another  about  our  own  healtb 
issues  and  bow  %ve  ivere  dealing  with 
life,  at  which  time  the  pastor  across 
the  table  from  me  sakL  *WeU,  Tve  got 
CRS.*  I  fust  looked  at  him  ki^  of 
Strang  Decause  I'm  constantly  bear¬ 
ing  of  some  new,  exotic  illness  that  I've 
never  heard  of  that  attacks  somebody 
and  I  just  assumed  that’s  what  he  had 
come  to  contact  vrith.  I  said,  "What?” 
And  he  said,  "I  have  CRS.”  "What 
is  that?*  He  said,  "Can't  Remember 
Stuff.”  1,  ak>itf  with  everyone  else, 
laughed  and  then  the  conversation 
moved  into  the  problems  that  everyone 
has  from  time  to  time  whether  you  re 
in  the  firft  grade  or  the  first  semester 
of  your  second  childhood. 

Can't  Remember  Stuff  is  a  great 
descriptor  of  what  all  of  us  strug^e 
vnth  b^use  we  live  in  a  world  ^ere 
every  day  is  a  new  avalanche  of  in¬ 
formation  poured  out  on  top  of  us. 

It  does  not  matter  if  you're  watching 
24  hour  a  day  cable  news  or  reading 
information  on  the  World  Wide  Wro 
or  getting  information  on  rour  iPad 
or  iPhone  or  whatever  cellular  device 
you  carry  around.  There  are  all  kinds 
of  new,  explosive  information  coming 
at  you  constantly. 

It  may  be  a  short  article  you  read 
about  a  celebrity  having  a  plane  crash 
or  the  IRS  setting  new  rules  with 
which  they're  going  after  prople  or  a 
new  discovery  of  an  illness  in  some 
faraway  place  on  the  other  side  of  the 
world.  It  could  be  scores  from  ball 
games  or  some  article  related  to  one  of 
tne  fifty  or  sixty  people  thinkina  about 
running  for  prmident.  It  could  oe 
something  your  mate  told  you  or  asked 
you  to  do  or  one  of  the  thousands  of 
bits  of  information  that  comes  to  you 
while  you  are  tryina  to  cany  out  your 
virork.  At  the  end  of  the  day  you  may

feel  like  you  have  developed  CRS  - 
Cant  Remember  Stuff. 

Now  the  fact  is  that  pone  of  us  can 
just  instantaneously  store  ^ud  keep 
and  comprehend  all  the  in^TUation 
that  %ve're  processing.  It  comes  too 
quickly,  stays  too  short  a  time,  01^ 
to  have  more  stuff  coming  at  us  ri^t 
around  the  corner  to  remember  every 
little  piece  of  informatiqn.  Add  to  that 
that  lots  of  folks  don't  have  a  good 
memory  to  begin  with.  In  fact  a  great 
old  fiiend  of  mine  years  ago  said,  "111 
just  be  honest  vrith  you.  my  memory  is 
what  1  use  to  forget  with."  Somehow  it 
made  sense. 

Tm  thirty  sure  thnt  every  one 
of  ua  poeaeaaes  a  different  de¬ 
gree  of  memory  capacity  than  the 
people  ri^t  around  na,  but  also 
am  conAoent  that  aometUnea  our 
remembering  and  not  remember- 
ingia  because  of  our  lack  of  focus

Now  there  are  just  some  things  that 
1  am  not  going  to  waste  my  time  %vith 
trying  to  remember.  There's  really  no 
need  and  I  don't  think  Ill  ever  nera 
the  information,  so  I  am  not  going  to 
spend  time  tiyinc  to  remember  it.  Ido 
not  tiy  to  rememner  telephone  num¬ 
bers.  Now  of  course  today  you  can 
store  umpteen  numbers  in  your  cell 


phone  and  just  pull  up  a  nam^  and  call 
the  number  that's  there.  But  even  be¬ 
fore  we  had  all  those  numbers  stored 
in  s  directory,  I  didn’t  try  to  remember 
my  own  phone  number.  InfMt,  inall 
the  years  and  different  phone  numbers 
I’ve  had,  there's  only  one  1  remem¬ 
ber  to  Uiis  day.  At  one  point  we  had 
a  phone  number  that  was  444-4440. 

If  you  don't  pay  attention,  you’re  not 
likely  to  retain  it 

But  a  second  factor  about  re¬ 
membering  stuff  that  is  of  impor¬ 
tance  la  tfiat  moat  of  ua  remem¬ 
ber  what  we  ought  to  forget  and 
forget  what  we  to  remem¬ 
ber.  Crazy,  isn't  it?  There  are  some 
things  that  when  we  listen  to  what 
God  tells  us  and  forgive  someone,  we 
need  to  let  it  go  to  such  a  degree  that 
we  don't  even  retain  the  memory  of 
it.  But,  no,  those  thinu  seem  to  stay 
with  us  and  arc  indelibly  printed  on 
our  hearts  but  we  need  to  fbrg^  them 
aad  let  them  go.  At  the  same  time  we 
forget  things,  we  ought  to  remember 
thin«.  Thm  are  things  about  the 
Lord  including  the  wonderful  deciara- 
tioD  in  Ecclesiastes.  "Remember  now 
thy  Creator  in  the  days  of  thy  youth* 
(12:1).  But  while  we  ought  to  remem¬ 
ber,  %ve  tend  to  forget.  While  the 
Haffields  and  the  McCoys  carried  on 
a  feud,  fussing  and  fighting  with  each 


other  for  decades,  most  of  the  people 
forgot  what  they  were  fi^Ming  over 
and  could  only  remember  to  fight  and 
fuss.  But  they're  not  the  only  ones. 

For  I  have  known  prople  to  carry 
grudges  and  have  bitterness  in  tbeir 
spirit  about  people  and  over  things 
that  they  should  have  forgotten  years 
and  years  and  decades  ago.  Hand 
when  we  remember  what  we  should 
forget  and  forget  what  we  should 
remember,  it  is  to  our  own  detriment 
that  we  do  that.  For  in  either  direction 
and  in  both  cas^  apoison  is  loosed  in 
our  soul  that  will  affect  os  as  long  as 
we  maintain  that  posture. 

But  n  filial  thouglit  alnnit  CRS 
diaeaar ...  and  that  is  to  reotind 
you  that  God  in  His  wonderful 
power  and  plan  forgets  staff. 

The  Scripture  says  that  God  forgives 
os  of  our  sins  and  then  dramatically 
pictures  that  He  casts  them  into  the 
^pths  of  the  sea  (Mic.  removes 
thm  as  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west 
(Ps.  103:12),  never  to  remember  them 
auuiist  us  again  (Isa.  43:25).  God 
Himself  imposes  CRS  on  Himself  and 
wants  us  to  know  that  when  He  for¬ 
gives  us.  He  can’t  remember  stuff  and 
will  hold  it  against  ua  no  more.  What 
avfordfiom  neaven.  There  is  stuff 
that  consciously,  deliberately  and  with 
the  help  and  grace  of  God.  you  need  to 
forget  today.  That  hurtful  word  that 
someone  said  to  you  that  you  have 
not  forgotten  in  decades.  That  pain¬ 
ful  experience  you  went  througn  in  a 
broken  relationship  years  ago  and  have 
kept  it  close  to  your  heart  and  on  the 
front  edge  of  your  mind  all  this  time. 
That  dissppointinent  and  huge  loss 
you  experienced  at  your  job,  in  your 
profession,  or  with  a  dear  mend.  You 
need  to  forget  and  move  on. 

It  if  a  wonderful  thing  when  God 
helps  aomeone  to  forget  what  they 
need  to  forget  and  thou^  it  has  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  intellect.  It  is  a  wonder¬ 
ful  spiritual  experience  when  you  come 
to  the  place  where  you  have  CRS  - 
Can’t  Remember  Stuff.
